18 not {uch an uſelels Ordinance as Eraſtians, and Soci- 
nians, and Ancbaptiſts, and giddiheadded Enthsjreſts,

more improperly ſo called. Theretore when God was an- 
ery with h1s people, he commands Jeremy, not to pray for 
the people, nor to cry, nor lift up a prayer for them, nox to 
make interceſs10u for them, | 

1, They are Mediators, as they pray for them, Samnel 
prayes for Saul, Moſes for Iſrael, and the ieveral Pro- 
phers for che people (of which you nave many inſtan- 
ces in Scripture) Oh! It is a fad lofle ro loſe a praying 
friend ; but a praying Miniſter 1s more then an ordinary 
praying friend: We indeed live in an age, when 
the Miniſtry of the Goſpel is counted uſele(s, and rhere 
35 no difference will be owned betwixt the prayers of a 
eodly Chriltian,.and of a godly Minitter ; but the word 
of God ſeems to make a difference, God makes a diffe- 
rence between 2oſes and Aaron, and an ordinary [ſras- 
lite, eAbimelechis adviſed by God, to get eAbraham to 
pray for him; for he is 4 Prophet, ſaith God, Job was more 
then a private Chriſtian, Jeb 1.5, and his friends are di- 
re&edby God himlelf, co goto him, and get him to pray 
forthem ; for him the Lord engaged to accept.

Secondly , Obſerve here the difference, betwixt Eli- 
jah andthe Prieſts of Baal, betwixt able and fajthfui Mi- 
niters,and ſuch as are neither able nor faithful A whole 
Troop of Baals Prielis dye at K:ſhox, 1 Ktnz.18,40, No 
body mourns for them : none ſaith, Ah my Father & or, 
Ah! my Brother : (what Jezabel might do in her Clo- 
ſer, I cannorrel).) A faichful Miniter may be deſpiſed, 
while he lives;bur he will be lamenred when he is dead: 
Even Saxl himlelt, when Samuel is dead would have him 
called up again, togire him counſel ina trait, The lazie 
{candalous Minilter lives undeſired, and dies unlamen=- 
red. For the molt part he dies childleſs, and fo hath none 
rocry over his Grave, My Father, my Father, The Lord 
ſeldom owning {uch a one to convert ſouls to himſelf, I 
fay ſeldom, I will not ſay never : the woodden man in 
the way, may point the Traveller right, though he never 
fir a foor himle)f ; bur it is raxe, for God to own ſuch a 
ones good Dodtrine, with the concurrence of his grace, 
The Devibhimſelt ſpake truth ſometimes, bur Chrutt and 
his Apottles would never own it out of his movth, The 
truth is, As the able and fairhful Miniſter is the greateſt 
bleſſing God can beltow upon a people,lo the unable and 
unfairhful Minilter is the greatelt curſe, When God had 
a mind to ruine Ahab, he gives the Devil leaie to imploy 
talie Prophets : when ({uch as theſe dye, eicher alegal, or 
a natural death, the people rejoyte, and they have no vreat 
cau/etq mourn ; bur when Elijah is taken away, the 
people mourn. Eliſha cryes, Ah my Father, my Father ! 
the Charrots of Iſrael, and the Horſmen thereof. 

Thirdly , Obſerve from. hence, how little friends ro 
rhe World, and eſpecially. co the Church, that generation 
is, who would have the whole funttion of the Miniſtry de+ 
frojed, ſncha Generation there is of ill-willers eo Zcon, 
Hoc Ithacys velit, boc magno mercentar Atride, This 1s 
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that the Jef #.te would have,he would know well enough, 
how ro deal with a gifted Brother. This is that the 
blaſphemous Secmiarn would have, his right reaſon would 
rule the Rolt then well enough, And this is thatwhich 
ſome other poor ſeduced ſouls would have. The Neroes 
of the Church that would deliroy her at one blow,(o that 
ſhe ſhould riſe up no more, It rheloſle of a ſingle Mini- 
fter be ſuch juſt mitrer of lamentation co Gods people, 
what would the loſle of the Miniſtry be? and how many 
wayes this device hath been terching about, within rhele 
few years, every one diſcerneth : bur the Lord hath hi- 
cherto turned the Counlels of theſe Ahitophels into folly, 
and he who holds the Etarres in his owy right hand , will 
doubcle(s nor permit'them all rofall, Bur I hatten to 
the work properto the day,which 15 to affect your hearts 
with this late {ad dilpenſation of God towards this Cir y, 
and more eſpecially co this Congregation ; and fo, 

* Laftly, Obſeryez how you are juftfied in this day's 
hoarzing, Rere is a Prophet; a great Prophet'tallen in our 
Iſrael, It the Child hath loſt his Father, he thinks nature ' 
doth nor only jultifie, but command his reares, Many a 
Child of Ged tn this Ciry hath ( in the lefle ofthis man) 
loſt his {pirirnal Farher; and ſhall rhey not have liberty to 
mourn?

tudied an zmitatian of his Fathers graces; and (God by his 
providence, perieRed his Copy in lome other diſpen ſat- 
ons, His Father was a Student in Clarehall in Cambridge, 
Papilro Dr. Avdrew Bing the Civilian, This Son of, his, 
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was alſo Student,and afterward, Fellow of that Colledge, 
Pupil ro Dr, Robert _ where, after that he had ſpenr 
aconvenient time, tor c 
he married, and {oon atter was called to Peters Pariſh in 
this City, where firlt,he was Aſſiſtant to Dr, Garduerthen 
Miniſter of the place : afterwards himſelf, the Door 
dying,was called to the Paſtoral charge which he accepr- 
ed, and faichfully diſcharged for many years : he was {uſ- 
pended by Biſhop #ren (amongſt many other eminent 
Servants of God , who felt that wzld Prelates fury) and 
was three years Minitter of Newport, in Eſſex, from 
whence he was called again tothis City,and as I remem- 
ber, ſerled there by an Order of Parliament, in the be- 
-1nning of the late reformation: he was indeed unhan- 
fomely uſed afterwards, which made him leave that place 
(which was allo the lot of his good Father at Bram- 
ford before he died.) Bur I ſhall not engage my lelt info 
particular a diſcourſe, only give you a general account 
of his life'and death, I ſay he lived holily, and eminently,
